One 
of them said, “Then set forth an example for him.” One of them said,

and then offered therein a banquet and sent an inviter (messenger) to 
invite the people. So whoever accepted the invitation of the inviter, 
entered the house and ate of the banquet, and whoever did not accept 


the banquet.” Then the angels said, “Interpret this parable to him so that 
he may understand it.” One of them said, “He is sleeping.” The others 
said, “His eyes are sleeping but his heart is awake.” And then they said, 
“The house stands for Paradise and the call-maker is Muhammad jgj;

27. Those who break Allah’s Covenant after 
ratifying it, and sever what Allah has ordered to 
be joined (as regards Allah’s religion of Islamic 
Monotheism, and to practise its laws on the 
earth and also as regards keeping good relations 
with kith and kin), 13 ' and do mischief on earth, 
it is they who are the losers. 

28. How can you disbelieve in Allah? seeing 
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kindled a fire; then, when it lighted all around 
him, Allah took away their light and left them 
in darkness. (So) they could not see. 

18. They are deaf, dumb, and blind, so they 
return not (to the Right Path). 

19. Or like a rainstorm from the sky, wherein is 
darkness, thunder, and lightning. They thrust 
their fingers in their ears to keep out the 
stunning thunderclap for fear of death.
